victory being made the more com ­ 
plete and sweeping by Prof. Xaver 
S charw enka, founder of the con­ 
servatory of music at Berlin, G er­ 
m any, crow ning the sweet singer 
M i^ o u r i’s Queen of Song. 
Such a title coming from the 
'celebrated 
composer 
of 
M ata 
S w in ta, an opera from the famous 
» Greek play of the same name an d 
brought out w ith wonderful success 
by Damrosch in N e w Y o rk and 
Berlin, is to be valued as much, if 
not m ore,than the prize which Miss 
F u lts w on in such a signal and 
brilliant 
manner.

victory is a victory for Sedalia, and 
all lovers of music in this city will 
rejoice w’ith her over the result of 
the musical contest at H ard in col- 
lege. 
T H E VOCAL CONTEST. 
T he ninth annual vocal contest 
w hich took place at H ard in col­ 
lege 
last night 
was for a

prize to the best vocalist of any 
class in the conservatory of music. 
O riginally there were nine young 
ladies entered for the contest, but 
tw o of them w ithdrew from the 
crucial test, 
leaving seven com ­ 
petitors, these being Julia A rnold 
an d A nnabel Grift'en, of M e xic o ; 
M aggie W atson, 
of Texarkana, 
A r k . ; Nellie Fentress, San Sabe, 
T e xa s ; G ertrude 
Stock, Oregon, 
M o. ; 
N annie 
H ubbard, 
Perry, 
M o . ; E thel Fults, Sedalia, Mo. 
Prof. Scharw enka was selected 
as sole judge of the contest, on ac­ 
count of his em inent qualifications 
for that position and because he 
w as a stranger to all of the con­ 
testants, only know ing them by 
num ber, their names not being a n ­ 
nounced w hen they appeared on 
the platform to sing, the simple 
title of their selections being the 
only introduction of the singers to 
judge and audience. 
E ach of the singers was given 
tw o trials, one in light music and 
the other classical. 
Fraulein ^lar- 
garethe Schulz and Prof. C uthbert 
W . Qlarkson were the accom pa­ 
nists iin d materially assisted the 
yo u n g vocalists in acquitting them ­ 
selves most creditably.

T he interest in the contest had been
